TO: The Chairman and Members of the Dover Rural District Council, 
Ladies and Gentlemen, 


I have the honour to present the Annual Report on the Health 
and Sanitary Condition of the Rural District for the year 1964, 


The Registrar General's estimated mid-year population was 
12,820 compared with 12,100 for the previous year, 


This increase may be partly due to the results of the 1961 
Census now finally corrected for the Area of usual residence, 


The Birth Rate adjusted for comparative purposes was 18.0 per 
1,000 of the population compared with 17-7 in 1963 and 18.4 for 
England and Wales as a whole. 


The Death rate after correction was 8.9 per 1,000 which is a 
decrease of 2.7 on the rate for the previous year. The rate for 
England and Wales was 11.4. 


There were five deaths of children under 1 year old giving a 
mortality rate of 27 per 1,000 live births, This is lower than 
the rate for the previous year but only by reason of a greater 
number of births as the actual number of deaths was the same. The 
rate for England and Wales was 20,0. 


There were no matemal deaths during the year. 


Infectious disease presented no problems though it was 
necessary in view of the Aberdeen typhoid outbreak to investigate 
stocks of corned beef and other tinned meat in canteens and shop 
premises, so that those tins bearing numbers indicating a potential 
source of infection could be withdrawn pending instructions from 
the Ministry of Health regarding their disposal. 


The Sanitary Circumstances of the District, the supervision 
and hygienic control of foodstuffs etc, continued to receive close 
attention and I am indebted to the Senior Public Health Inspector 
for details of these and other matters included in this Report. 


In expressing my appreciation of the support given by the 
Chairman and Members of the Public Health Committee it is with 
regret that I record the death of a former Chairman, the late 
Col. We. Farrier, OgB.E., JePe, who retired in February and died 
later in the year. Equally regretted is the loss to the Committee 
of the late Councillor D,. Nichols, B.H.M., who also died during 
the year.

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Drainage and Sewerage 


Work was commenced on the Kingsdown, Ringwould and St. 
Margaret'seat-Cliffe Sewerage Scheme which will discharge into 
the Deal Borough Sewers. There are four main sewerage systems in 
operation serving Capel-le-Ferne, Whitfield, Shepherdswell, 
Coldred, lydden part of Temple Ewell with River, and a small 
part of Guston. These systems discharge into the sewers of the 
adjoining Local Authorities of Dover and Folkestone, 


Otherwise sewage is disposed of by cesspools, septic tanks, 
pail closets and chemical closets. 


The supervision of the conversion of existing drainage 
systems to main drainage is under the control of the Surveyor and 
Senior Public Health Inspector. A.restricted free enptying 
service of cesspools and pail closets is operated by the Council 
by direct labour,

There are nine sites licensed in the district for the summer 
months: Viz. Capel-le~Ferne = five; Hougham-Without - two; 
Martin Mill (Langdon) - one; Whitfield - one. Two sites at 
Capel-le-Ferne are licensed for a total of twenty-two caravans for 
the winter months. These sites are kept under regular supervision 
and are generally well operated and controlled. 


Work continued on a number of sites to bring them up to the 
standards required by the Council!’s conditions of licence under 
the Caravan Sites and Control of Development Act, 1960, 
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HOUSING 


Further progress with slum clearance in accordance with the 
Council's programme was made during the year, formal action in 
respect of seven unfit houses being taken under the Housing Act, 
1957. In meny other cases, some the subject of action under the 
Housing Acts in previous years, owners were enabled to repair 
and improve their properties thus preserving valuable housing 
Units. 


Two houses were demolished during the year. 


In addition, four other properties were inspected for housing 
defects during the year and dealt with by informal action as 
required. 


In connection with discretionary improvement grants, twenty 
schemes for improvement were submitted to the Council, Highteen 
schemes were approved; one scheme was refused and one deferred. 
Total costs on the eighteen schemes amounted to 214,050 and the 
grants to £3,662 10s. Od. Thirteen schemes were completed 
during the year. Eleven schemes were submitted to the Council 
for standard improvement grants, all were approved. The maximun 
grant permitted on the schemes amounted to £1,229. 


One hundred and twenty houses were completed by private 
enterprise during the year and one hundred and fifty six were 
under construction at the end of the year, 


Twelve houses were built by the Council during the year and 
twenty four were under construction at the end of the year.

Thirteen Pasteurised milk samples were taken, all the samples 
were found to be satisfactory. Two samples of Raw Tuberculin 
tested milk were also taken and found to be satisfactory. Five 
samples of cream were also taken during the year. Three of these 
failed to satisfy the Methylene Blue test, and the other two 
were only fairly satisfactory, The dairy concermed has agreed to 
improvements in packaging to improve the position. 


One special sample of milk was taken for examination for 
tuberculosis or brucella abortus but no evidence was found. 


Under the Milk (Special Designation) Regulations, 1960 dealers 
licences are now renewed at five yearly intervals instead of 
annually and are issued by the County Council.

No samples of ice cream were submitted for bacteriological 
examination during the year. 


One hundred and twenty eight visits were made during the year 
to registered food premises and food shops in the district. Some 
ninety seven of these visits were in connection with cored beef 
and the Aberdeen outbreak of typhoid. The general standard was 
satisfactory and no formal action had to be taken. Two invest- 
igations with regard to contaminated food were carried out.

All food condemned is surrendered to the Public Health Inspector 
and removed to one of the Council's refuse tips where it is buried. 
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The shops continued to return most unsound foodstuffs to 
the wholesaler without calling in the Local Authority, which 
accounts for the small amount condemned during the year, 


Food Poisoning 


Again there were no confirmed cases of food poisoning during 
the year. 


An investigation was carried out during October at school 
prenises following an outbreak of sickness among pupils and 
staff. The illness, of. mild and relatively short duration, 
appeared to be related to a school meal eaten the day before but 
a sample meal as served on that day was reported free from food 
poisoning or other pathogenic organisms on laboratory examination. 
All members of the Canteen staff were also investigated and found 
free from infection, while kitchen hygiene methods and equipment 
appeared to be satisfactory. 


Food poisoning in this outbreak was considered extrenely 
unlikely and the illness was most probably attributable to a virus 
infection frequenily encountered in schodls especially.
